REMARKS 

Claim Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. ^ 101 
In tlie Office Action dated January 4, 2005, the Examiner rejected 
claims 1-9 under 35 U.S.C. 101 as claiming the same invention as that of 
claims 1-9 of prior U.S. Patent No. 6,605,170, a double patenting rejection. 

Applicant respectfully submits that the claims as currently amended 
are not "of the same invention." As such, the Examiner's rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 101 should be withdrawn and the claims passed to an expedient 
issuance.
